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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for the allowance of claims 9, 2-6 is the inclusion of the limitations of a printing fluid dispensing 
system including a range of printing fluid dispensers each containing a different type of ink 
respectively; each having a feature configured to engage a complementary formation on an inkjet 
component; such that each engage at a single predetermined position on the component; 
predetermined position being the same for each of the printing fluid dispensers; component 
having a range of printing fluid inlets, one for each of the printing fluid dispensers; each of the 
printing fluid inlets being at a different position on the component; each of the printing fluid 
dispensers has an outlet, positioned for establishing connection with the printing fluid inlet on 
the component corresponding to the type of printing fluid contained within. It is these limitations 
found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, 
taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior 
art.. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

CONCLUSION 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Silverbrook (US 7,108,437) and Ando (US 6,742,887) teach utilizing a fluid 
connection with a plurality of inlets/outlets for different types of inks. The prior art fails to 
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teach/suggest that the removable cartridge can be apart of a range (plurality of cartridges) that 
each engages the interface (printer component) a single (same) predetermined position. While 
Silverbrook reference teaches having plurality of chambers for different inks [range of 
dispensers], it fails in that the cartridge is a single embodiment and does not permit each 
individual chamber [dispenser] to engage at same predetermined position.
